Industrials started the day on a cheerful 
note, but were later affected by the dulness 
prevailing in Gilt-edged, and many leading 
issues closed below the best. 
A considerable amount of activity occurred 
among the International counters, and several 
good rises resulted, U.S. Steels were a 
strong feature, being finally 3% higher at 
1934, while Nickels recovered to 66}, and 
‘Tractions rose to 24§. A feature among the 
Kadios was the sharp recovery of ls. 4$d. to 
3s. 6d. in Bairds Defd., and 9d. to 1s. 4$d. 
in the Prefd., the rises being based on the 
belief that the company has a promising 
future in the manufacture of receiving sets. 
Scophonys were also supported, and 
‘‘Emmies’’ remained steady around 26s, 9d. 
Cable and Wireless Prefd. hardened further 
to 1114, while the *‘A’’ and “‘B’’ held around 
the previous close, but Marconi Marines gave 
way to 38s., and the Canadian issues were 
dull at 9s. 9d. 

STEELS IRREGULAR. 
An irregular tendency prevailed in the Iron 
and Steel section, although it was only in a 
few cases that price changes were of 1m- 
portance. Chinese Engineering continued 
tirm, rising ls.

The Motor section presented a somewhat 
neglected appearance, although the leading 
issues were well maintained. 
An easier tone prevailed among the Air- 
crafts, although a few firm spots were seen.

GOOD BUSINESS IN OILS 

Following the slight set-back on Friday last 
due to moderate week-end realisations, the 
Oil Share Market developed renewed strength 
yesterday. Dealers reported a steady demand, 
which was well spread, and to which prices 
responded, while a few strong features were 
presented. Not only was there a good local 
demand for most of the better class shares, 
and also for certain of the more speculative 
favourites, but Continental operators came in 
buyers of their favourites, and more parti- 
cularly of Royal Dutch and Shell. 


RUBBERS HARDER 

While trading in Rubber shares ysterday 
remained on a small scale, there was some 
improvement in underlying sentiment, and 
throughout the day the market d:ispiayed: a 
steady tone. Professional operators, influenced 
by commodity conditions, were distinctly 
more confident, and in consequence favour- 
able attention was directed to a number of 
the better-class issues, and quotations moved 
in the right direction.

“The Plough and the Stars” was shown 
to a select audience, including the Free 
State High Commissioner in London, on 
Friday last, at the Regal Cinema. The 
O'Casey play, on which the film is based, 
is also, of course, a drama of the Easter 
Rising of 1916, now very familiar to Abbey 
Theatre audiences, The leading parts in 
the film are taken by Barbara Stanwyck 
and Preston Foster, as Nora and John 
Clitheroe, but the supporting cast is 
mainly from the Abbey Theatre.

Two Films Retained 


Two films have been so popular last 
week that they will run for at least 
another week at the Capitol and Grafton 
cinemas, At the Capitol crowds have been 
thrilled by “ Fury,’’ which is certainly 
one of the most dramatic films seen here 
for some time. It is a film with a moral, 
and even if the moral has little in it to 
improve us here, it is none the less useful. 
This remarkable film deals with injustice 
and the horror of lynching in the United 
States, where so many victims have been 
claimed by frenzied mobs that the Federal 
Government is greatly perturbed. Never 
have the extremes to which an excited 
and over-zealous mob may be driven or 
led been more dramatically or more 
spectacularly presented on the screen. 
“ Fury ” is the story of an innocent man 
against whom a campaign is maliciously 
conducted; the mob is inflamed, and 
attempts to lynch him, but. he survives 
and lives to have his revenge. The lead- 
ing parts are finely played by Spencer 
Tracy and Sylvia Sidney. 

At the Grafton Picture House George 
Arliss has again demonstrated his hold 
upon cinema audiences by crowding the 
house throughout last week. As the Sultan 
of Rungay Mr. Arliss returns to the type 
upon which his first screen success rested, 
and he gives his usual suave impersonation 
of a verv wily and astute Oriental ruler. 
As the British Governor of the adjacent 
territory of Tunatra, Godfrey Tearle is 
seen in a part that suits him admirablv— 
the British official who looks much sillier 
than he actually is. The negotiations for 
a treaty between the Sultan and the 
Governor are complicated by the personal 
affairs of some of the residents in the 
Sultan's territory, and by the love affairs 
of the Sultan’s son. How these were un- 
ravelled and the treaty ultimately con- 
cluded satisfactorily make excellent enter- 
tainment.

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‘That the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce 1s no more satisfied than we are with 
the present haphazard lack of system in his 
rapid industrialisation campaign has been 
demonstrated on many recent occasions. 
Does the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce—a shrewd and now _ experienced 
Minister—-really believe that those who have 
been placed in advantageous positions 
through the agency of the State will be will. 
jing to forego their advantages upon post- 
prandial advice from him? It has to be 
insisted upon again and again that the newer 
industries in this country owe their origin 
and their continued existence to the ‘sacrifices 
of the whole population; not to the 
capitalised savings of those who buy their 
shares in the public. market. They are 
i founded on and in high protective tariffs, 
be of them in guaranteed monopolistic 
conditions, and financed in many instances 
with the guarantee of the whole community. 
In their origin they are public; in their 
control and in the distribution of their sur- 
pluses they revert to -what is known as 
‘private enterprise.’” Our plain comment 
upon the whole business is that, however 
private the business may have been, there 
was usually little enterprise about it until 
the Government placed the resources of the 
community behind it. 


OVER-PRODUCTION 


‘There is yet another aspect of this subject 
which deserves some attention—the pressing 
problem in several industries of over- 
production and saturation. Within our own 
ranks we have been made aware of the possi- 
bility of some of the workers being deprived 
of their employment through the over- 
development of the production of some com- 
modity in many places simultaneously. This 
is marked in the flour-milling industry, and 
tends to be so in the boot and shoe 
industry. Here, again, is evidence that 
a plan is needed if difficulties and 
possible . dangers are to be _ avoided. 
There seems to be no real reason why there 
cannot be one large mdustrial structure for 
the production of particular commodities cr 
groups of commodities, instead of a multi- 
plicity of small companies, each under 
different direction and control.” 

The adoption of the annual report was pro- 
posed by Mr. W. Norton. 

Commenting on the reference in the report 
to the Blueshirt movement, Mr. R, J. 
Connolly, Bray, said he did not consider 
that the Blueshirt movement as a whole had 
been liquidated, either by internal differences 
or other means He thought that while it 
was correct to say they had failed, 
tempérarily at least, in this country to over- 
throw constitutional government and demo- 
cracy, the same groups were attempting to 
transier their activities to Spain, and there 
carry out the destruction of constitutional and 
legitimate government of that country. 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION 
Criticism of the agriculttral position was 
voiced by Mr. R. M. Burke, Tuam, who 
declared that agricultural prices were so low 
that it was absolutely impossible for farmers 
to get a decent livelihood. The state of affairs 
on the land was gimply appalling, and prices 
were not sufficient to give a man, working 
,even fifty hours a week, a decent livelihood. 
There were a large number of farmers getting 
less than 30s. and £1 per week, and the 
standard of living was scandalously low. 
Were it not for bounties and subsidies many 
farmers would be destitute, 7 

Mr. Hayden, Tullow, said there was strong 
apprehension among het agricultural workers 
that the Agricultural Wages Act did not 
apply to servant boys, and that the farmers 
would get rid of the workers and take on 
hoys. The last position would be worse than 
the first. 

Mr. P. J. Kennedy, Rossmore, said he 
doubted the value of the Board to be set up 
under the Act, because the farmers would 
hardly be able to pav the new rates, having 
regard to the depreciation of their. profits. 


T.D. AND COTTAGE 
TENANTS 

Commenting on the Labourers Act to en- 
able cottage tenants te become owners of 
| their homes, Mr. W. Norton, T.D., suggested 
' that the tenants should retuse to take any 
heed of the existence of the Act, which was 
bad from the viewpoint of the tenants. They 
should fight for a better Act—one that 
would give the real essence of ownership, 
and not impose farther burdens, 

High rents Gn new houses were spoken of 
by Mr. P. J. O’Brien, Thurles, who said that 
if steps were not taken to put an end to 
existing conditions they would have the 
younger families of tenants growing up in a 
state of semi-starvation.

Dublin was referred to by Mr. P. J. Quinn, 
who said that hundreds of children were 
running wild in the streets. He wondered 
if the shortage of accommodation was brought 
about deliberately so that the children of the 
poor would grow un illiterate and get nothing 
but the most menial jobs. 

Mr. Gilbert Lynch said that the position was 
scandalous, and there was something wrong 
with the whole system. 


SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE 

Mr. Kelleher (I.N.T.Q.), touching on the 
school-leaving age, stressed the importance 
of the period between 14 years and 16 years, 
| and said that from the point of view of the 
Í Irish language, when the pupils went out 
into the world they became a dead loss. The 
general education was bound to suffer because 
of the time required to be devoted to Irish, 
and it was essential, in order to make up 
for that losa, that the time allotted to general 
education; apart from the language, should 
be extended. If the leaving age was raised 
to 16 years the averages would rise corre- 
spondingly, and: there would be less unem- 
ployment among teachers. 

A mction submitted by the Dublin (North- 
West) branch, that the conference condemn 
the action of Mr. M. J. Keyes, T.D., Vice- 
Chairman of the Administrative Council, in 
speaking on the platform of the Irish 
Christian Front, was recommended by the 
Standing Orders Committee to be taken in 
Committee to-day.

A glance at the programme was of itscli 
sufficient to suggest how thorough was the 
society's insight into choral work, Here were 
groups representative of the Tudor madrigal- 
ists, in Byrd and Dowland; Morley and 
f and the later-day schools repre- 
sented by Stanford, Vaughan Williams, Ban. 
tock,, Hugh Robertson, etc. Mr, Turner 
Huggard, the director, showed fine apprecia- 
tion of the diferent composers, and secured 
delightful effects from: his singers. One was 
mightily impressed with the splendid balance 
and blend. and the voices were so admirably 
under control that the conduetor was free to 
play with them at will, very much as with an 
organ. But Mr. Huggard was over-fond of 
the use of the pianissimo entry; with 
one exception, the songs “were all 
approached on the soft pedal, and, whilst 
the effect was always splendid, there was & 
certain monotony that should not have beep 
present. One longed for the moment when 
the soft pedal should be taken off, but, in the 
afternoon, at anv rate, the only anproach to 
it was in the Vaughan Williams’ arrange 
ment of the Scottish air, “Just as the Tide 
was Flowing.,’’ 


TUDOR GROUP 


Of the Tudor group, one liked immensely 
devotion in . Byrd's 
‘Siderum Rector’; here, as in almost all 
the singing, the words were beautifully clear 
and the whrasing admirable. Dowland’s two 
songs, ‘‘ Awake, Sweet Love,” and ‘ Come 
Again,” were also delicately sung. There 
was a lovely feeling about the Stanford song, 
‘When Mary Through the Garden Went,’ 
even though the soprano tone, for once in a 
way, was somewhat pinched on top. The 
humming chorus of the Armstrong Gibbs’ 
“Cradle Song ’ was delicately sung, and the 
soprano solo part was neatly sung by Olive 
Barrett, She also sang <appealingly the 
soprano solo in the Holst. “' Matthew Mark, 
Luke and John,” again against a humming 
background, in which there were some very 
delicate effects. Reginald Hall carried well 
the baritone solo in Vaughan Williams’ 
arrangement of ''The Turtle Dove.’’ In the 
groun of folk songs the Irish airs, “ The Lark 
in Clear Air” (arr. Vine) and ‘“ Kitty of 
Coleraine’ (arr, Lloyd), stood eut, while in 
the last groun in the afternoon the treatment 
of Parry’s ‘‘ There is an Old Belief’’ was a 
triumph of artistry. Generally the pitch was 
well maiutained, but there were one or two 
lapses, as, for example, in the cificult 
arrangement bv Dvson of the Scottish song, 
“Ho ro, Mv Nut-brown Maiden,” but they 
were insicnificant and did not detract from 
an excellent performance. 


AN ACCOMPLISHED VIOLINIST 
Miss Nancie Lord’s playing of the Mozart 
Violin Concerto in G major (No, ó) muat have 
come as an agreeahle surprise to those’ in the 
audience who were not familiar with this 
talented young player's work. It is a com- 
position which is typical of Mozart, rich in 
his fascinating mblbtied and embellishments, 
and Miss Lerd stood splendidly up to the 
task. It was an achievement alone to have 
played it from memory and to. show a 
knowledge so intimate ag to give her playing 
such an air of spontaneity, She caught 
beautifully the atmosphere of the opening 
Allegro; kept it. moving along swith sons 
rhythm, and showed a technique that readily 
surmounted difficulties. Her display of 
technique in the cadenza was very conyineing. 
In the Adagio there was a little indecision in 
the attack, but afterwards the work moved 
along with an easy, graceful flow, while the 
concluding Rondo was also given with a 
happy sense of rhythm. There were a few 
minor slips in tune, and the tone might have 
been a little more round and covered, In 
the Ruralia Hungarica, Op. 32; of Dohnanyi, 
Miss Lord had a splendid field in which to 
show her control of the instrument, Jt is a 
work that calls for wmmense resources in 
bowing and fingering, as well as being a most 
interesting study. “The opening Presto and 
the concluding Molto vivace were played at 
a sparkling pace that formed a strong con- 
trast to the retarded middle Andanta. The 
piano support given by Miss Dorothy Stokes 
was ae ei In 
always just the right balance between the 
two instruments, There was a little blurring 
in the Adagic on the piano, but the Rondo 
was delightfully crisp and clear. In the 
Dohnanyi the piano was always singing well 
with the stringed instrument, and . the 
dancing rhythm of the Molto vivace was 
well maintained and worked up to a 
triumphant close. It was a splendid exhibi- 
tion by both players. |

Malaga has fallen, Madrid may fall; 
but the cruel war in Spain shows no sign 
of cessation. It is obvious now that the 
whole business of non-intervention is a 
farce. Germany and Italy have agreed 
in principle to the proposed ban on all 
volunteers ; but no progress seems to have 
been made with the scheme, and there is 
not much doubt that both sides in Spain 
are continuing™ to receive ‘recruits from 
foreign countries in *substantial numbers. 
A few days ago it was our melancholy 
duty to record the deaths of four young 
Irishmen who were fighting on the 
Government’s side in Madrid. Several 
others were wounded, and it is more than 
likely that these casualties are but the 
first of many more. The tragedy of these 
lost lives is that they may have been 
taken by brother Irishmen ; for our young 
men are fighting on both sides in a 
quarrel that is not their own. We~have 
no doubt of their complete sincerity The 
Irish volunteers on the one side believe 
that they are fighting for their faith and 
the faith of their fathers; those on the 
other side believe with equal fervour that 
they are defending democracy against the 
onslaught of a tyrannical despotism. 
Both groups are right in so far as they 
are following the dictates of their con. 
sciences; both are tragically wrong inas: 
much as they are allowing their idealism 
to be exploited. The war in Spain is 
neither a religious crusade nor a heroic 
stand for democPacy. It is, liko all 
Spanish wars, a struggle for power, in 
which each side the fullest 
advantage of the popular credulity. If 
General Franco should win, the hopes of 
those who believe taat he wil) establish a 
Christian State, based on the principles 
of the Papal Encyclicals, be dis 
appointed just as bitterly as 
opponents will be disappointed if the 
Government should win.

The Young Offender 


In recent years there has been a marked 
tendency for the statistics of juvenile 
crime to increase steadily in Great 
Britain and elsewhere—in some places the 
statistics of juvenile offences have doubled 
within a decade—and the 
given cause for some foreboding. 


figures have 
It must 
be remembered, when the statistics are 
being considered and discussed, that the 
range of indictable offences was greatly 
extended by an Act which came into 
operation af the end of 1933, and that 
under this Act numerous prosecutions are 
brought which would in other days never 
have been heard about in the Law Courts. 
[t' may be, also, that the 
juvenile 


growing 
humanity with which offences 
have been treated has made many prose- 
cutors appear who in other days, and under 
other conditions, never would have appeared 
to press a charge. A century ago the 
young offender received no more considera- 
tion at the hands of the Jaw than the 
adult; and even as late as the end of 
last century a child of 11 years old was 
sentenced to five days’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour, for the shocking offence of 
damaging a door by throwing mud at it! 
Speaking at the opening of a new court- 
house in Tottenham on Saturday, Lord 
Hewart. the Lord Chiet Justice of Eng- 
land, said that he did not think that too 
much could be done to save the young from 
the association and contamination of crime. 
Once a boy entered prison and mixcd 
there with those with whom he must mix, 
his chances oí a decent life were definitely 
diminished. This aspect of juvenile de- 
linqguency has been stressed as never 
before in some books by people who were, 
at one time or another, in prison as 
criminals, and they have left a lasting 
impression upon the minds of readers. 
Whatever can be done to make the 
treatment of the youthful offender more 
humane, and however closely the classes 
and types of offences and offenders may 
be winnowed and segregated in police 
station, courthouse, reformatory and jail, 
a nucleus of very serious juvenile crime 
will remain for treatment or punishment. 
All that can be done towards a solution 
of the problem at present is being done 
by the segregation of the juvenile offender 
from the hardened criminal; by the ap- 
pointment of special magistrates, and the 
trial in separate courts of young persons ; 
by diligent and unobtrusive care after 
and, 


trial and sentence, above all, by 


‘humane tfeatment in police station and 


trial court. Nobody, not even the greatest 
sentimentalist, really can believe that 
the capital offences can be eliminated by 
kindly treatment, or that the pure 
criminal type of juvenile can be cured 
by coddling. On the other hand, it is recog- 
nised by everybody that imprisonment, 
or even birching, for trifling offetices may 
increase, rather than lessen, the tendenzy 
towards a criminal life. Where the 
humane and separate treatment of “the 
young offender may be most beneficial, 


‘apparently, is on the border-line between 


mischief and crime. This is difficult to 
detect. in most cases, so that the working, 
of juvenile courts is not likely to be fault- 
less. Some judges will err on one: side, 
some on the other; but it is improbable 


that permanent criminals are produced in 


so great numbers, or with such regu- 
larity, under the newer system than under 
the old. á |

‘In this way a room can be made absolutely 
secure in ten to twelve minutes ; and pro- 
vided that there is at least 32 cubic metres 
of space four people can remain in it for a 
period of four hours. The exhibition is 
bringing warfare into the home with a 
vengeance ; and as a preview of what may 
come it is somewhat unnerving in. its 
thoroughness, and in its matter-of-fact 
acceptance of the apparent truth that the 
civilian will suffer most in the war of 
the future. So ‘‘air-raid conscious’’ has 
London become in the last six months 
that we may expect to see a new spirit 
among those who are about to buy new 
houses, or to change their place of resi- 
dence. From now onwards any site within 
a mile of a railway station, an omnibus 
terminus, a power house, or any public 
building may be shunned rigorously as a 
danger zone ; while the more solid kind of 
Victorian dwelling may enjoy a return to 
popularity—ousting its often flimsy com- 
petitor, the modern home. It is a delicate 
question whether al] these somewhat 
panic-stricken precautions in truth are 
necessary; but how annoying it. would be 
if the answer were a- bomb.

Here Be Monsters ! 


It is widely known that the Inland 
Revenue Department of the British Go- 
vernment is peopled with creatures 
bitter, merciless and grasping beyond all 
men; and that the Inland Revenue De- 
partments of every Government under the 
sun have,a very similar roster.

Even in these grim, 
hurrying times there are people at large 
who quite like their friends, and their 
friends’ friends; but nobody of this ilk 
ever has received a pay envelope from any 
Department of Inland Revenue. They 
simply do not get employed—and now 
one knows why. The British Department 
has let slip out. the qualifications which a 
tax collector must have in order to count 
himself a member of the A collector class 
—the class which always gets its man 
There are five qualifications. The official 
must have ‘* outstanding intelligence ''— 
i.e., the ability to foresee exactly in which 
direction the victim is going to run. He 
must be “ exceptionally keen to tackle 
difficulties '—or ex-boxers with a length 
of iron bedstead in their hand. He must 
‘“ never lose his temper, even. under pro- 
vocation ’’ ; because if he loses his temper 
and runs bald-headed at you, you often 
can throw him with an arm-lock. The 
tax collector must be “ invariably tact- 
ful, well-mannered and discreet ’’—this 
permits him to worm his way into your 
confidence before you know what is 
happening ; and, lastly, he should be able 
“to maintain excellent discipline without 
unnecessary friction.’’ In other, and 
more honest, words, he must be able to 
keep your mind on the subject of arrears 
of income tax through a period of twenty- 
four hours in one day if need be—without 
unnecessary friction. At least, we believe 
that this is how people feel about income 
tax collectors and Inland Revenue De- 
partments.

The Times remarks in an. editorial 
article to-day :—To-day Oxford University 
makes an appeal to the nation and to all 
English-speaking peoples for help. In 
these direct and simple terms, Lord 
Halifax, Chancellor of the University, 
opens his statement of its needs before a 
wide—a world-wide—public this morning. 
The appeal will come as no surprise, 
since its imminence was made public 
some time ago. Nor will it be found in- 
trinsically startling, except by those who 
are accustomed, not without some excuse, 
to take for granted the effortless progress 
of institutions so deeply founded and 
familiar in the national life, so well 
assured to all appearances of the future 
as the great universities. How little 
ground there is in fact for this comfort- 
able optimism will be clear from a brief 
study of the case which Lord Halifax pre- 
sents. Its urgency has not been relieved, 
as might easily, but erroneously, be sup- 
posed, by that great benefaction, of which 
the praise reverberated round the world a 
few months ago. Lord Nuffield, himself, 
chose a ‘conclusive, as well as a 
characteristic, means of showing that his 
noble endowment, concéntrated upon a 
specific purpose, could not diminish, might 
even increase, the necessities now pressing 
upon Oxford. 

Oxford lacks no means but one to per- 
fect its qualifications as the servant and 
leader of a modern community in the pur- 
suit and defence of impartial knowledge. 
It has the will, the, tradition and the 
men. It controls every requisite but the 
money. | 

The vision, adds The Times, of what 
may be achieved by skill and disistereste:i 
minds working towards commag objectives, 
governed only by the truth that makes 
them free, and in their turn the guardians 
of intellectual integrity and freedom, has 
inspired many a famous donation to learn- 
ing in the past. Nor have the benefactors 
gone unrewarded. Posterity? after all, is 
not quite arbitrary in its choice of the 
memorable.

A Harassed Government 


If it is correct that Malaga has fallen 
to the arms of General Franco, the posi- 
tion gf the Caballero Government in 
Valencia threatens to become serious, and 
the report that there is a panic in Govern- 
ment circles may well be true.

Cambridge in Revolt 


A book is to be published shortly which

with a room gas-proofed in every Way, 
following the official instructions.

Soon after the publication 
of the book the assertions will be brought 
to the notice of the House of Commons.

The Duke of Windsor 


The Labanr Party, at its meeting on 
Wednesday, will decide upon the attitude 
which it will adopt in the House of 
Commons regarding an annuity for the 
Duke of Windsor. provided for in the Civi! 
List. At present the Labour view is 
against the grant of an income, and it is 
probable that the meeting will come to a 
decision to that effect. In addition, it is 
not unlikely that proposals will be put 
forward to the effect that the revenues ol 
the Duchies of Cornwall and Lancaster 
shall become Crown lands, and that the 
Treasury should give the King an annual 
income from them based on the average 
revenues. This proposal, if introduced, 
will be strongly opposed by the Govern- 
ment supporters. It was stated this morn- 
ing with some circumstance that the visit 
of the Princess Royal and.the. Earl of 
Harewood to the Duke of Windsor at 
Schloss Enzesfeld had for its object an 
attempt to dissuade the Duke from marry- 
ing. This is not credited here, where 
several other stories regarding the Duke 
are said to be without foundation. Mr. 
Herman Rogers, the host of Mrs. Simpson 
at Cannes, states that no arrangements 
have yet been made for the wedding, nor 
is anything likely to be settled for some 
considerable time. Statements that the 
marriage has been fixed to take place at 
Cannes at the end of April are untrue, 
says the Frening News, while it also 
denied that Mrs. Simpson is <onsidering 
the taking of a large villa at Cannes.

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UNEMPLOYED FIGURES 
UP IN GREAT BRITAIN 
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AN INCREASE OF OVER 


60,000 


The number of unemployed in Great 
Britain’ last month increased by 60,504 
over the previous month, juveniles 
accounting for 25,837 of this figure. The 
total unemployed at January 25 was 
1,689,223, of whom 1,433,957 were wholly 
unemployed, 183,668 temporarily stopped, 
and 71,598 normally in casual employ- 
ment. The total was 470,499 less than 
that of a year ago. 

The number in employment was 
approximately 11,106,000—26,000 _ fewer 
than in the previous month, but 715,000 
more than that for January 20, 1936. 

Statistics are not yet available to enable 
satisfactory estimates to be made of em- 
ployment among agricultural workers. It 
is explained that there is normally a, much 
greater reduction in employment between 


the middle of December and the end of 


January, and that this is only partly 
accounted for by the fact that outdoor 
employment at December 14, 1936, was 
affected by adverse weather conditions. 

The decline in employment occurred 
mainly in the distributive trades, furni- 
ture making, upholstering, printing and 
bookbinding, metal goods manufacture, 
the motor vehicle industry, electric cables, 
apparatus and lamps manufacture, the 
wool, textile and hosiery industries, the 
building industry, hotel and  boarding- 
house service, and dock and _ harbour 
service. There was also a seasonal de- 
cline in agriculture. 

On the other hand, there was an im- 
provement in employment in coal-mining, 
the cotton industry, boot and shoe manu- 
facture, and public works contract. 

The increase for the number of unem- 
ployed, compared with December, was in 
part due to the registration of a large 
number of juveniles who reached the 
school-leaving age at the end of the De- 
cember term. 

The total of 1,689,223 on January 25 
was made up as follows: Men, 1,318,595 ; 
boys, 51,036; women, 263,225; girls, 
56,567. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


There was a substantial improvement in 
employment in the shipbuilding and linen 
trade groups in Northern Ireland last 
month, but there was the usual seasonal 
decline in employment in the agriculture, 
shirt and collar-manufacturing, building 
and distributive trade groups. 

It is estimated that at 25th January 
the number of insured persons aged 16 to 
64 in employment in Northern Ireland, 
exclusive of agricultural workers, was ap- 
proximately 200,500. This was 3,100 less 
than a month ago, but 5,100 more than 
twelve months ago, and 14,800 more than 
two years ago 

There has been an increase in the 
number registered for work, us compared 
with the figures on the 14th December, of 
1,260 men, 965 women and 122 juveniles. 
There has also been an increase during 
the same period in the number of persons 
insured under the Agricultural Scheme 
who are registered for work of 791 men, 
26 women and 21 juveniles. 

The total number of persons registered 
as unemployed under the General Scheme 
is 73,858, and under the Agricultural 
Scheme 3,281.

Prime Minister, to-day 
announced in detail the five-point 
‘platform ” on which his Cabinet 


‘intend to base their policy. The 


programme, which had been approved 
by the Emperor, follows the lines 
already forecast under the following 
heads :-— 

1—National outlook. 

2—Form of Government, 

3—Foreign policy. 

4—Defence. 

5—Economic policy. 

The programme is stated to aim at 
‘‘ restoring national confidence,” and de- 
precates either too radical or too con- 
servative an approach in carrying out 
‘reforms which conform to the require- 
ments of the times.”’ 


NATIONAL PROSPERITY 


On point one the Cabinet aims at ‘‘ the 
clarification of the popular concept of the 
national structure peculiar to Japan, so as 
to conserve the fountain head of national 
prosperity. by deepening national rever- 
ence for the gods and devotion to the 
Emperor, and also’ by working out a 
practicable form of democracy, which 
forms the basis of Japan’s national struc- 
ture.”’ 

The second point calls for “ the sound 
development of the constitutional govern- 
ment peculiar to Japan, in accordance 
with the previsions of the national Con- 
stitution, and the realisation of fair and 
square politics in conformity with national 
sentiment and public opinion.”’ 

Regarding foreign affairs the programme 
urges a foreign policy ‘‘ backed by 
national unity for stabilising East Asia, 
and securing mutual prosperity for all 
nations in accordance with international 
justice, so as to render international rela-. 
tions brighter and more cheerful.” 


' DEFENCE 


On defence the Cabinet holds that the 
forces should be strengthenedeto the ex- 
tent necessary for the safety of Japan, 
and the carrying out of national policies 
and an increase of productive power, so as 
to foster national resources. 

Finally, the “ platform ” refers to com- 
prehensive development of industries, in 
conformity with economic circumstances at 
home and abroad, by extending necessary 
protection and exercising adequate con- 
trol, at the same time encouraging the 
development of the nation’s creative power 
and enterprising spirit, .

Two Khasadars (local foot soldiers) were 
killed and two others wounded. 

Lieutenant Beatty was motoring towards 
Datta Khel to distribute allowances to the 
local levies when ambushed by a party of 
ten men. 

Captain J. A. Keogh, of the South 
Waziristan Scouts, died to-day of the 
wounds he received yesterday when he was 
surprised by an ambush on the Ladha- 
Jandola road. 

He was motoring from Ladha to Jan- 
dola, and eight miles from Razmak was 
attacked by unknown assailants and 
wounded in the right side. His orderly 
was killed. Captain Keogh was taken to 
hospital at Razmak, where he diced.

O fewer than thirty members of 
N Parliament spoke in favour of 
a resolution opposing the transfer of 
territories to Germany at a crowded 
private meeting of the Parliamentary 
Committee of the Empire Industries 
Association, at the House of 
Yommons last night. : 

Only one M.P. spoke against this 
resolution, which was carried with 
one dissentient. : 


THE RESOLUTION 


The resolution declared that “ this 
meeting of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee of the Empire Industries’ Associa- 
tion, having noted the speech of Herr 
Hitler, reaffirms its opinion expressed on 
former occasions, that there can be no 
transference of territories held under the 
British flag, and recalls the emphatic 
pledges given by responsible Ministers. 

“Tt is further convinced from all the 
evidence since adduced that, whilst the 
German claim for transfer would gravely 
imperil the strategic safety and impair 
the hemogeneity of the British Empire, 
more especially in Africa, such change 
would provide no substantial relief to 
Germany in the matter of raw materials 
or settlement of her people. 

“ This meeting would, however, welcome 


_any proposals which might meet any real 


difficulties encountered by Germany or 
other States in securing adequate access 
to supplies of raw materials or foodstuffs.’”’ 
Mr. L. S. Amery moved this resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr. Lennox-Boyd. 
An enthusiastic discussion lasted about 
an hour. 


AMBASSADOR AND 
FOREIGN SECRETARY 
BELIEF IN POLITICAL 


CIRCLES 


Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Ambassador in London, has asked to see 
Lord Halifax, the acting Foreign Secre- 
tary, and it is probable, writes the Press 
Association Diplomatic Correspondent, 
that an appointment will be made at the 
Foreign Office for to-morrow or Thursday. 

While it is normal for an Ambassador 
when returning to this country to pay a 
courtesy call to the Foreign Office, there 
is little doubt that the opportunity will 
be taken to discuss some of Herr Hitler s 
pronouncements in his speech to the 
Reichstag. 

TWO VIEWS 

Although the German Ambassador will 
be in a position to emphasise Herr 
Hitler's arguments only, he will not make 
more detailed proposals on the question 
of Germany’s colonial demands, although 
this subiect is bound to be in the fore- 
front of the conversations. 

The question is one which is already 
widely discussed in British political 
circles with varying viewpoints. On the 
one hand, there are a considerable number 
of politicians who believe that a great 
country like Germany should not be with- 
out colonial possessions. There are, how- 
ever, a number of Conservatives who, 
though they have advocated closer rela- 
tions between Germany and Great 
Britain, are opposed to the return to 
Germany of her colonial possessions. 


COMPLEX QUESTION 


A considerable section of the Labour 
Party, opposed as they are to Nazi-ism in 
all its forms, would take no steps to 
increase the economic strength of Germany 
or to assist her. The whole question is 
as complex as any international problem 
of recent years; for it must be 
remembered that Great Britain was given 
mandatory powers in the first place by the 
countries to whom she was allied in the 
war. These mandatory powers wou!d have 
to be handed back to the League of 
Nations, who would then have to decide 
to whom these powers should be given. 
As Germany is not a member of the 
League of Nations, she cannot take part 
in a League discussion on a question in 
which she is the country most vitally con- 
cerned. 

In the meantime it is likely that there 
will be no imngediate developments in the 
position. Indeed, it is possible that Herr 
Hitler will formulate more definite 
demands either in a future speech or 
through diplomatic channels in the near 
future, although the view has been 
expressed in Germany that at the moment 
Europe needs ‘‘ educating ” on the whole 
matter.

The suggestion in a section of the 
German Press that the British Cabinet is 
divided upon the German colonial question 
may be dismissed summmarily. Mr. 
Eden's four speeches on foreign policy 
delivered in the last few weeks have 
clearly outlined Britain's attitude, and 
are obviously the views of the whole 
Cabinet, and show the unanimity of the 
Ministers on matters of international 


policy.

STAAL TO OPPOSE THE 
IRISHMAN i

Jim Wilde, the Swansea heavy-weight, in- 
formed the National Sporting Club yester- 
dav that he would be unable to meet Jack 
Doyle at Earls Court tournament next 
Monday. Immedia the N.S.C. authori- 
ties obtained Harry Staal, Dutch champion, 
as substitute, and d a protest with the 
British Boxing Board of Control in respect 
of Wilde’s action. : 

Mr. John Harding, N.8.C. manager, said : 
“TI -cannot understand why Wilde did not 
come to London, as it was all arranged for 
him to have a week’s training at Barnet. At 
least he could have come along to be 
examined as promised by his father on 
Saturday. 

“When he first had influenza we sent a 
specialist to see him and had the fight post- 
poned a week. On Saturday his father 
said Wilde was not completely well, but we 
agreed that it was best for him to come to 
London and see a Board of Control. doctor. 
This, and his training quarters, were settled, 
but we have had no baí information, ex- 
cept that a telegram has been sent to his 
London manager, saying ‘Not coming. 
Wilde.’ 

‘In face of our ‘doctor's certificate, we 
have made a protest and sent a specialist 
from Cardiff to guide our future actions.’ 

Wilde’s father replied to this by saying: 
“ My boy cannot fight. I certainly promised 
that he would ge to Barnet for training, 
but while I was away his local doctor ob- 
jected to his travelling. He has also been 
seen to-day by his physician and the Secre- 
tary of the Welsh Branch of the Board of 
Control.”’ : 

Doyle, at his Windsor training quarters, 
was completely unconcerned at the change of 
opponent. ‘‘Jt is all the same te me who 
I fight,” he said. ‘‘It makes no difference 
if it is Wilde or Staal. I have never seen 
either, but all heavy-weights fall equally 
hard.”’ 

Staal will arrive by air to-day and go 
straight to Barnet for training. His match 
with Doyle will be his third fight in twelve 
days, for he beat Jack London at York last 
Wednesday, and last night defended his 
Dutch championship at Rotterdam. 


FARR AND GAINS PROTEST 


Unlike Doyle, Tommy Farr, Welsh heavy. 
weight champion, and official contender for 
the British title, was indignant at the sub- 
stitution. ‘‘ Doyle’s manager chose three men 
for Jack's come-back campaign—Wilde, my- 
self and Petersen in that order. Why, 
then, have I been left out for a Dutchman? 
I have not lost a fight for two years, and 
have beaten Wilde for the Welsh cham- 
pionship. | 

A protest has also been sent to the Board 
by Mr. Harry Levene on behalf of Larry 
Gains, the coloured Canadian, and former 
Empire champion. ‘‘ Why should a foreigner 
be imported,’’ said Mr. Levene, ‘ when 
there is Gains, who beat Staal at Chelten- 
ham quite rece:.tly. Larry is in strict 
training at Shoeburyness, and he is willing 
to back himself against Doyle for a £500 
side stake.”’ 

Staal won his fight at Rotterdam, beating 
the Austrian champion, Havlicek, who was 
disqualified in the fourth round.

BOSTOCK GAINS POINTS

The Hanley boxer maintained a fast pace, 
and not even a splendid rally by Montana 
in the sixth round could disturb him. 

They had a terrific set-to in the closing 
rounds. Montana, with the knowledge that 
he had to make up lee-way, struggled gamely 
and fought his way to his opponent’s body. 
It looked at one time as if Bostock might 
weaken, but he came again with left and 
right hooks to shake Montana. 

The final round was fought at a tremen- 
dous speed, each giving and taking heavy 
blows. Bostock, a challenger for the British 
fiy-weight championship, proved himself a 
heavy puncher, and it was his power that 
wore down his rival.
